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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This application has been reassigned to a new examiner. 

2. For the purpose of examination, the term "known" in claims 16-24 is interpreted to mean 
known to by one who practices or uses the claimed invention at the time of use or practice of the 
claimed invention. 

Specification 

3. This application contains sequence disclosures that are encompassed by the definitions 
for nucleotide and/or amino acid sequences set forth in 37 CFR §§ 1.821(a)(1) and (a)(2). 
However, this application fails to comply with the requirements of 37 CFR §§ 1.821-1.825 for 
the following reasons: 

Several nucleotide sequences appear in the specification on page 22, line 6 and Figures 3 
and 15 that are not properly identified. Nucleotide sequences must be identified by sequence 
identification number. Furthermore, if said sequences do not appear in the sequence listing, a 
new listing including said sequences must be supplied. It is often convenient to identify 
sequences in figures by amending the Brief Description of the Drawings section (see MPEP 
2422.02). If said sequences consist of a portion of sequences already of record in the sequence 
listing, they may be identified in the specification using the existing SEQ ID No. accompanied 
by the position of the sequence on the already listed sequence. 

Applicants are required to comply with all the requirements of 37 CFR §§ 1.821-1.825. 
Any response to this Office Action which fails to meet all of these requirements will be 
considered non-responsive. The nature of the sequences disclosed in the instant application has 
allowed an examination on the merits, the results of which are conmiunicated below. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. The rejection of claims 1, 3, 4, 6, 8, 9, 11, 13, and 14 under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second 
paragraph for indefiniteness in the Office action mailed 2 June 2004 is withdrawn in view of the 
cancellation of the claims in the amendment filed 5 January 2005.
